I, Abigail Parker (ncc Dickie), residing ot I Chiltern Drive, Hale, Altrincham, 
'"Tieshire. WA15 9PL. England, hereby declares as follows:

3. On October 7, 1 993, 1 visited with Dcbra Miniz of Airport Cruiser of Buena Park, 
California to observe the decoration of a bus with an advertisement going over the body af 
lie bus and the windows as well. Where the decoration was applied to the windows, this was 
.ichieved by means of a product referred to as Imago Image whereby the advertising image 
was applied to a perforated white-on-black self-adhesive assembly comprising a perforated 
,vhilc-on-blaek vinyl fkcestoclc, a perforated pressure-sensitive adhesive layer and a 
perforated removable protective liner to the pressure-sensitive adhesive. This was imaged by 
spraying paint with a separate non-perforated backing layer behind the self-adhesive liner. 
This con perforated layer and the pci foialcd liiiei weic lemovcd bcfuic upptittUiuii of Uw 
maged, perforated white-nn-hlack vinyl facestnek material to the bus windows by means of 
ihc perforated pressure-sensitive adhesive. This enabled the advertisement to be seen fnjm 
i he outside of the bus windows but visibility to be provided when looking out of the bus 
ihrough the black side of the perforated material.

I was employed by Contra Vision North America, Inc. (hereinafter referred to as 



*l- Exhibit A attached comprises photocopies of eleven photographs 1 took during that 
"isit. which are dated by the camera confirming the date of October 7, 1993. Figs. 1, 2 and 
1 aic general pictures of the bus. Figs, 3, 4 and 5 are imaged perforated material before 



-emoval of the perforated liner and application to a window. Figs. 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 all show 
views from inside the bus and out of the windows through the perforated material where this 
*ias been applied These figures show the production of the one-way vision window panels, 
ivhlch comprised a perforaied, white-on-black self-adhesive? vinyl assembly in which the 
fecestock, adhesive and liner were all perforated. The white surface of the facestock was 
cnaged to form a design by sprayed paint after a non perforated backing layer (white in the 
phuiographs) was temporarily attached behind the perforated liner. I was told by Debra 
Vrntr that the hiis was an I .AX Airport shuttle bus and that the perforated base material was 
'Imagolmage" 

5. The perforated self-adhesive assembly, its imaging to form a design, the temporary 
presence and removal of the non-perforated hacking layer from the perforaied liner, the 
removal of the perforated liner from the adhesive and the application of remaining imaged 
perforated vinyl and the adhesive to the bus windows was already known or disclosed by this 
procedure to those decorating the bus and those observing its decoration. 

S. On or about March 3, 1994, 1 received a sample of a perforated self adhesive vinyl 
jdvcilisciucut for Galoiadc mounted on a flexible sheet uf clcai uupcifotated plastic material 
•vrodnced hy Clear Choire Marketing, lm I ait a pier*: nut of this sample, to retain rt in the 
"VNA file related to Imagolmage, together with the attached label "This Imago Image*" sign 
ias been mounted to plexiglass and demonstrates how the sign would look in your store front 
.vindow " and my own handwritten note 'Gatorade Imago Image sample March 3 # 1994 
J VN A -> C VL "two day/' ' all as illustrated in Exhibit B attached. My handwritten note 
xferred to mc sending another part of this sample to Contra Vision Ltd in the UK. 

The sample consists of an unpertbrated, clear transparent plastic material onto which 
:ias been adhered a perforated, clear transparent vinyl film by means of perforated clear 
jressure-sensLtive adhesive. The perforated clear transparent vinyl film has a design printed 
nn it then white ink, then black iok, and the design i$ visible through the imperforated, clear 



transparent plastic material through the perforated dear pressure-sensitive adhesive and 
tnrough the perforated, clear transparent vinyl film. 



I know from other samples that T have seen that this method of applying a perforated 
sample to an imperforated plastic material wus commonly u$ed by Clear Choice Moiteting, 
Inc. to promote their products.
